CONDENSED DISPATCHES. 

It is rumored that the Irish leaders 
are contemplating the issue of a no rent 
manifesto. 

The leaders of the Silistria revolt did 
not cross the Danube, but passed into 
Dabraja garrison at Rustchuk. 

The loyal troops of Asbiuuna garrison 
suppressed the revolt at Silistria. The 
engagement was brief and almost blood- 
less. 

A report has been received at Vienna 
that the commander of tho insurgent 
troops at Silistria, Bulgaria, has been ar- 
rested. 1 

At the first sitting of the new reiohgtag 
Von Moltke occupied tho chair as senior 
member and was appointed provincial 
secretary. 

The Bulgarian troops who revolted at 
Silistria have cut the telegraph wires, de- 
laying t he transmission of the details of 
the occurrence), 

The flour mill burned at Winuemitcea, 
Nov., on Thursday morning, was owned 
by George Berrott, of lil Paso, and 
worth ¥20,000, 

A dispatch from Quebec says trains 
with tho English mails had to return to 
St, Simon to-day on account of the pro- 
vailing rough weather. 

Another insurrectionary movement is 
reported to have taken place near Tatar 
Hazard jim. in Eastern Routnelia, a short 
distance from PhUipopolis. 

A dispatch from Home says: One por- 
son escaped alive to-day from the ruins of 
DinilO Muiuio, and a whole family wore 
rescued from a cellar in Toggia. 

A telegram from Shanghai says that 
China has ceded to Germany the Chusan 
Island, wlf the coast of China, opposito 
tho estuary of Tsin Aing Kiting. _ 

A sensation was caused in Paris by tho 
publication in the Tumps of a dispatch 
from Cairo, stating that all tho French 
officials in the Khedive's service had been 
dismissed, 



It was rumored at New York that 
O'Donovan Rossa bad suspended the pub- 
lication of his paper and decamped. A 
reporter on Thursday night found Kossa 
in bed at his homo. 

A despatch from London saya tho 
savages have captured and carried away 
with them the British vice-consul at Rio 
Del Roy, in Cameroos country. A gun- 
boat has been sent to rescue him. 

During the absence of tho garrison from 
Rustchuk a revolt took place there. Fir- 
ing has also been heard in the direction of 
Giurgevo, Communication between Rou- 
tnelia and Bulgaria has been stopped. 

There was great rejoicing in Gloucester, 
Mhss., Thursday, among tho owners of 
vessels and fishermen over the passage of 
tho Edmunds bill. At noon all the bells 
were rung, colors were hoisted and guns 
wore fired. 

The report that the South Pacific coast 
railroad, the narrow gauge line from San 
Pfnncisco to Santa Cruz, had been pur- 
chased by tha Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy railroad company, is denied by 
tWeir agent. 

It is said on good authority that tho 
pope will take no other than the most 
favorable attitude on the statements of 
Cardinal Gibbons and the American 
bishops with respect to the Knights of 
Labor. 

The commander at Silistria seized the 
governor of the town on Monday last. 
Troops from Rosgod and Varna suppress- 
ed the revolt. With the exception of 
killing the commander the affair was a 
bloodless one. , 

In t he action brought in Now York by 
Minnie Clark, who calls herself Mrs. 
Mary Kittson, against Hercules Kittson, 
the young son of Commodore Kittson, for 
legal separation on the ground of aban- 
donment, tho jury to-day decided that 
the marriage was void. 

President Cleveland has commuted the 
death penalty in the cases of John Wash- 
ington and Summons Wolf, two Seminole 
Indians, to imprisonment for life. These 
Indians were convicted of rape oil the per- 
son of a white woman in Indian Territory 
and were sentenced to be hanged on Feb- 
ruary 2t)th last. 

A dispatch from Berlin to the Morning 
I'ust, London, says: M. DeLesseps is 
coming here to offer the French neutrality 
in the event of war in eastern Europe in 
exchange for Germany's support in the 
settlement of the Egyptian question in 
conformity to French aspirations. 

Two hundred and fifty members were 
present at the opening of the new German 
Reichstag on Thursday. Among those tho 
most were national Liberals, including, 
Von Benningsen and Miguel. Prince 
Louis, of Bavaria, occupied a seat in the 
imperial box. 

News received from Afghanistan 
through native sources shows that the 
ameer is making strenuous efforts to raise 
a new army. All the boys between the 
ages of ten and eighteen years are being 
drilled for military service, and all who 
have reached the age of eighteen years 
are being enrolled in the army. 

TRANS-PACIFIC 

Plans or the Canadian Pacific Co.— All About 
the Bought Oiinarders. 

New York, Feb. 25. — The Herald says: 
The Canadian Pacific railway company 
has just completed arrangements for con- 
necting its western terminus with Japan 
and China by a regular linu of ocean 
steamships. The company has decided 
to handle both freight and passenger 
traffic, and has secured three large, newly- 
fitted ships, the Parthia, Batavin and 
Abyssinia, formerly of the Cunard Line. 
They have been refitted with new triple 
compound engines and new cabin fittings. 
They are guaranteed to have a speed of 
fourteen knots and a cargo capacity of 
3,000 tons. There will be cabin accom- 
modation for from forty to sixty saloon 
passengers. It is intended that tho 
steemers shall make regular trips on it 
three or four-week schedule, the Parthia 
leaving Hongkong early in May as the 
first of the line. Stops will be made at 
Hiogo and Yokohama, Japan. Tho run- 
ning time from Hongkong to Yokohama 
will he seven days, thence to Vancouver 
sixteen days. As five or six days will be 
consumed in Japanese ports, the whole 
trip will take twenty-eight or twenty- 
nine days. The late Corean consul. (Jen.

Soma, March 4.— The rising at Rust- 
chuck has been entirely suppressed. All 
the insurgent officers were either taken 
prisoners, killed or -wounded in the battle 
with the loyal troops, or were drowned. 
The mutineers after arresting 1< >ynl officers 
and tho commander of a garrison, sum- 
moned the infantry to surrender, which 
they refused to do. Firing then began, 
and the mutineers were attacked by tho 
militia and forced to retreat. They were 
pursued and driven into the Danube by 
the infantry. The mutineers took to 
Isiats and endeavored to escape, but their 
boats were stopped by a gunboat and they 
were compelled to yield. Tho loyalists 
entered Silestria without opposition. Trmy 
found there the corpse of Col. Kristoff, 
commander of the garrison, who hud been 
killed by his men. Other officers escaped 
into Rouipania. 

Ordered shot. 

Tho loaders of tho revolt at Itustchuck 
have been ordered shut. 

Kusslan Officers Arretted. 

The government authorities have placed 
under arrest thirty persons including K»r- 
avelofl and [sahoff, who wore found to bo 
in communication with the insurgents at 
Silistria and Rustchuck. They are also 
charged with being implicated in a plot to 
enlist thirty armed men for the purpose 
of crusting a disturbance hero and adding 
to tho complications with which tho 
regency have, to contend. 

Am Alleged Judge Convicted i*"<> Sentenced. 

LONDON, March 4. — An indictment has 
been found against George Franklin An- 
derson, the alleged American judge, who 
is accused of swindling Chas. Doakin, of 
Susquehanna, La. , out of large sums of 
money under tho pretense that he was 
prosecuting a suit for the recovery of a 
large English estate to which Deakin was 
convinced ho was heir. Anderson, upon 
being arraigned to-day, defended himself. 
He plead not guilty. Anderson was con- 
victed and sentenced to five years penal 
servitude. 

Portugnese Insurgents. 

News has been received of the capture 
by the Portuguese of a fortress command- 
ing the bay of Tungi, and occupied by 
Mammarol, a petty native chief at the 
head of the present uprising on the Mo- 
zambique mainland against tno Portuguese. 
The insurgents are looting the stores, but 
it is not thought there ia any danger to 
life or property on the island of Mozam- 
bique, on which tho capital of tho coun- 
try is situated. British cruisora have 
arrived at tho capital to protect English 
subjocts and interests. 

The government of Mozambique tele- 
graphs that Portuguese gunboats remain 
at Tungi to assist in tho work of installing 
tho Portuguese in authority there. He 
says tho Port uguese bombarded the fort- 
ress at *Tungi before capturing it, and 
burnt the village of Massinganc wliieb 
Zanzibar had fortified. 

lusDrgentN Bitot. 

A dispatch to the Timet from Bucharest 
states that several persons were killed in 
a fight at Silistria between the insurgents 
and loyal troops. The officers and sixteen 
privates who engaged in the revolt were 
captured and shot. 

Reserves t ailed out. 

VlHNNA, March 4. — Servia, as a pre- 
cautionary measure, in view of the trouble 
in Bulgaria, has sent troops to the fron- 
tier. It is also reported that tho Servian 
reserves have been called out. 

Causes of Anxiety. 

At a military conference presided over 
by the emperor it was decided to appoint 
several officers for superior commands in 
tho event of war. The crown prince will 
command one army corps, The erection 
of wooden huts for troops in Galicia is 
proceeding rapidly. The forts are being 
armed with ammunition and provisions 
arc being stored. Tho construction of 
statogic railway lines are being hastened, 
there being 470 men at work. These 
preparations are causing great anxiety in 
Galicia. It is feared in the event of an 
Austro-Russiun war the Austrian troops 
will bo withdrawn from the defence line in 
Carpathia, A report credited in Polish 
circles is to the effect that when in conver- 
sation with a Galician nobleman who re- 
ferred to these fears, he said: "If war 
breaks out with Russia we are determined 
to defend Galicia," 

Another Hliork. 

NlOB, March 4. — Another slight shock 
of earthquake has been folt, here. 

Military Tournament. 

A grand military tournament is being 
arranged for the benefit of tho sufferers of 
the recent earthquakes. 

Flection of President. 

Bmu.iN, March 4. — Herr Weddollat 
Presdorf was to-day elected president of 
the roichstag. Ho received 184 votes. 
Two ballots wore cast for Dr. Windthorst 
and ninety-nine were cast blank. 

The t /.nr Withdraws. 

A report, emanating from Paris, is cur- 
rent to the effect that the czar has given 
notice of his withdrawal from the alliance 
of the three emperors, resuming freedom 
of action. Tho rumor is not bolieved in 
diplomatic circles. 

liieenillHrlsiu In Ireland. 

Limbkiok, March 4.-— A sensation in 
caused by the perpetration of very ex.ten- 
sivo incendiarism in the country surround- 
ing the city. A largo number of Iiouhoh, 
occupied by tenants, and outbuildings wore 
were burned. Tho victims, in all cases, 
ars persons who paid thoir rents. Tho 
Outrages M'o sot down hi political. Great 
excitement prevails. The aggregate 
amount of property destroyed is very 



large. The tires wero caused by incendiar- 
ies who escaped. Tho district was ablaze 
all night with burning houses and hay. 

Bread for the Army. 

BucnAKKST, March 4. — Persians who 
have arrived here from Bessarabia state 
that tho Russian war department has 
ordored the principal towns of that pro- 
vince to make preparations J'or the de- 
livery of large quantities of bread daily 
whonover callod on to do so. Bakers are 
making ready everywhere. Forage pro- 
visions aro being stored. 

Boiminnln Will Fliiht. 

Premier Brotunce doclares privately 
that Roumania will fight the first power 
that crosses tho Roumanian frontier. 

Revolt In Tlrnova. 

Paris, March 4. — A telegram from 
Guirgevo says: — Risings have taken place 
at Tirnova and other places, and the 
insurgents are reported to be masters of 
affairs at Tirnova. Communication be- 
twoon Sofia and tho provinces is interrup- 
ted and anarchy is BproadLng in Bulgaria. 

The Kuipcror \onaicciinrhm. 

It is stated that Grevy will send a 
special envoy to Berlin to congrutulato 
the emperor on the approaching ninetieth 
anniversary of his birth. 

A Holy War. 

St. Petersburg, March 4. — The jbttr- 
na! dt St. Petersburg reports the Ameer of 
Afghanistan is preparing for a holy war. 
This will likely cause more alarm in Bom- 
bay than at Russian headquarters ill Cen- 
tral Asia, where no attacks are meditated 
against the Ameer's possessions. 



C. P. R. CONNECTIONS. 

The First .Steamer to Leave Hongkong Early 
In April. 

(Special to TllK COLONIST.) 

Montreal, March 4. — Arrangements of 
the Canadian Pacific company for through 
connection with China have been com- 
pleted, and tho first steamer will leave 
Hongkong early in April. Railway autho- 
rities here do not anticipate any interfer- 
ence with tho international train servica 
as a result of tho retaliatory measures by 
the United States congress.

BRITISH LAW.

To Tim Editor — If there bo ono thing 
more than another upon which wo pride 
ourselves, it is the excellence of our laws 
and tho purity of our administration, but, 
■otwitlistanding such proud position, 
some very remarkable and peculiar things 
occasionally occur that serve to intorforo 
with tho continuance of this administra- 
tion. 1 am going to refer to two of such 
instances within the past week, ond I 
submit that when ever such instances do 
occur they should be brought under notice. 

Tho first case I am going to allude to is 
that of the partner of an insolvent firm 
claiming a thousand dollars — that is to 
say, £500 for each of them, us secured by 
provisions of tho " homestead act." 

If the absurdity of this claim and tha 
necessity for tho immediate repeal of this 
" homestead act" docs not open the eyes 
of tho commercial community and stir 
them to action until it is accomplished, 
they richly deserve in tho future all the 
consequences of such neglect. 

Tho other instance is that of the man 
Rood who after obtaining the sum of $100 
as installment for the fulfillment of an 
order and which ho neglected to perform, 
on being summoned to the police court to 
answer for such offense gets discharged, it 
being represented by the magistrate that 
the proper remedy of tho prosecutor is by 
reference to tho county court, Now ob- 
sorvo tho kind of satisfaction aflbrdod. 
The prosecutor, or I suppose wo must call 
him tho plaintiff, will have to wait in tho 
city until the next county court hold in 
April, and shuold he thou succeed in ob- 
taining a vordict, he may discover that 
the defendant has perhaps left tho city; 
or if with a resident, may claim protection 
under this homestead act, leaving ths 
plaintiff minus the $100, but plus a law- 
yer's bill.

SPECIMEN POLITICS. 

Gross misrepresentation and abuse loft 
Mr. Boaven in a hopeless minority at the 
last general election, and bids fair now to 
annihilate his following. The recent inves- 
tigation into charges of fraud and corrup- 
tion insinuated by Mr. Boaven mid Mr. 
Grant against tho ottioera having charge of 
the last city election, furnishes a fitting 
instance. The charge lirst made was that 
Mr. Beaven's name waa "obliterated" 
from the ballots, but when aa investiga- 
tion into this charge was forced upon 
thoae making it, the word "obliterated," 
although taken from the report of the ut- 
terances of Mr. Beaven and Mr. Grant 
(contained in their own paper, ths Times,) 
waa disclaimed, and "interfered with" 
applied as the more accurate term. The 
reports presented last Monday by the 
committee appointed to investigate the 
matter show clearly that, beyond a alight 
irregularity conaisting in a lino printed at 
the back of tho ballot, and which had oc- 
enrred not only upon this occasion, but 
during previous years in every instance, 
there was nothing unusual in the conduct 
of tho election, and that so imperceptible 
waa this line that the attention of the re- 
turning officer was never called to it dur- 
ing tho polling of votes. Tho moat signi- 
ficant part of tho report was this lat- 
ter fact, as precluding all possibility of 
intention or design on the part 
of those connected with tho elec- 
tion but in tho face of this clear and 
satisfactory vindication, tho opposition 
organ, after publishing what purported to 
be a copy of tho minority report in its 
previous issue (and which it must have 
got from either Mr. Beaven or Mr. Grant) 
states that "a fraud has boen rovealod," 
and "that the ballot papers at the last 
election wero specially fixed."

CLOSE UP THE RANKS! 

Tho canvass in this district is about 
over. The voters have nearly all boon 
seen and buttonholed and pumped and 
the reapective candidates approach -the 
day of battle with mingled feelings as to 
the result.

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The meeting called at The Victoria last 
evening by the Fell- Humphreys-Robert- 
son combination was very well attended. 
A few unimportant and undistinguished 
personages occupied seats on the platform. 
The meeting opened by the appointment 
of Mr. Ned Allen, M. P. P., to the chair, 
who after makuigjafew of tho remarks that 
chairmen use in opening a mooting, called 
on Mr. Humphreys to first address the 
audience. 

Mr. Humphreys was received with faint 
cheering. Without any preliminary re- 
marks he came right to tho subject of re- 
duction or test works, which ho would en- 
deavor to have erected on tho island or 
mainland. He thought ho would do very 
well if he could induce Sir John Macdon- 
ald to spend in tho first year gl50,000 on 
enterprises of this kind. Ho proceeded to 
point out what he had said at last meeting 
%n the questions of reciprocity, railway 
rates, letter delivery, harbor improve- 
ments, a road through the island, 
dyking of lands on tho Eraser, 
etc., all of which, including the min- 
ing industry, had been neglected 
by the late representatives. Having ex- 
hausted these subjects, it became neces- 
sary for hini to go into something new. 
The dry dock was now completed and it 
became necessary for us to consider how 
we could use it to the best advantage. 
In San Francisco ifceost a vessel $1000 per 
day to go into a dry dock. This was, as 
all won hi agree, an excessively large 
amount, and if he should be elected, ho 
would endeavor to induce the Dominion 
to reduce its charges for the Fsqiii- 
malt drydock to at least one-fourth or 
fifth those of the San Francisco's dock, 
and to forogo any effort to derive a 
revenue from it. After giving Sir John 
the credit in general for making appoint- 
ments to public offices from among 
tin; residents of the province, he 
accused the late representatives of not 
doing for our fisheries what the represen- 
tatives from the eastern provinces had 
done for theirs. The Eastern provinces 
had secured §500.000 towards the develop- 
ment of their fisheries, and the represen- 
tatives of British Columbia had "voted 
for giving it, but had asked nothing for 
thoir own province (cheers). Nova Scotia 
had also got, during the last few years, 
§1)00,000 in railways and general improve- 
ments. Concerning t he ( Ihinese question it 
was one which would have to lie settled or it 
was going to cause trouble. Canada, for 
the first time in the history of a colony, 
was to have powor to arrange a treaty 
with China. His solution of the difficulty 
was to allow the same proportion of 
Chinese, according to the populations of 
the two countries, to come into the Do- 
minion as Canadians would go into China. 
Referring to the difficulties with the 
Chinese in t he province, he said, if thoy 
came in conflict with parsons, lawyers, 
doctors, judges ami merchants and coal 
mine owners. John would not be such a 
rosy bird as he is now. He characterized 
the steps taken to preserve hvi and order 
in Vancouver as an outrage upon the peo- 
ple of that city. In concluding, he de- 
lined his position to the two great parties 
by stating that he would enter the com- 
mons as a debater and lighter for Sir John 
Macdonald second only to Sir Charles 
Tupper, 

Mr. Robertson said this was the most, 
good-natured election contest which he 
had ever seen in the province, The mem- 
bers of the "trinity" Fell, Robertson 
and Humphreys were all taking different 
causes, and all anxious to be elected, but 
he would defy any man to say that be 
(Robertson) bad asked for a plumper. 
Messrs. Shakespeare and liaker had 
issued no address to the electors - as him- 
self and the other candidates had done in 
order to make known their intentions. 
Proceeding, he referred to the necessity 
of harbor improvements to meet the re- 
quirements of an ever increasing com- 
merce, and to the several subjects taken 
up in his printed address to the electors. 
Most important among these was the na- 
tional policy, which assisted our manufac- 
turers and kept our mechanics at home, 
instead of having them in the United 
States. ( >ur fisheries required protection 
as well as our l ights in Reining sea. 'file 
matter would not require to bo pressed 
on the attention of Sir John. The neces- 
sity of a life-saving station on the west 
coast of Vancouver island was urgent. He 
had been one of the lirst to call attention 
to this matter. A law to keep American 
tugs oUt of British Columbia waters was 
required in order to protect our own. In 
regard to the Chinese question, he would 
favor if we made a treaty with China pro- 
visions limiting her people by geographi- 
cal limits, as she docs with Europeans and 
Americans. The action taken by the 
legislature with Vancouver he character- 
ized as "villainous." Vancouver was quite 
capable, by the appointment of a fow 
specials, of keeping order and as 
he had told a member of the gov- 
ernment the Ursl thing they would know 
we would be getting a taste of 
dynamite! However, he did not advocate 
this. The franchise act was condemned. 
If the names of all eligible voters wore on 
the list neither I laker nor Shakespeare 
could goto Ottawa, lie claimed if it was 
tho duty ot the Dominion government to 
establish model farms it was equally as 
much their duty to establish a school for 
mechanics (cheers). He had been accused 
on this platform of being ready to go up 
the back stairs to enter the liberal ranks. 
He had this to say, he was not the stulf 
that traders dealt in. A proposition had 
been made to him which would have en- 
sured his election but he had spurned it 
and whether he was defeated or elected 
lie would go out of the contest with a 
clean record. < >f Capt. McCallum he had 
nothing disparaging to say of his charac- 
ter. He was a thoroughly honest, earnest 
gentleman, a charter member of the 
Knights of Labor as he (Robertson) was 
himself, and if Capt. McCallum bad come 
out before him (Robertson) he would not 
have opposed him. 

A voice Resign, resign. 

After a vigorous appeal to the working- 
men to stand up for tho men who would 
serve them best he was loudly applauded, 

Mayor Fell was received with cheers. 
His friends (he had no enemies) said that 
Fell was tin; best mayor Victoria over 
had. (Laughter.) At a banquet not 
long ago a gentleman proposing the "mayor 
ami council," said Fell was a jolly good 
fellow and wo could not spare him to go 
to Ottawa. (Laughter.) lie found that 
the same ridiculous nonsense was being 
spread around town, but if Fell was "a 
jolly good fellow" at home, would ho not 
bo also "a jolly good fellow" at Ottawa? 
(Laughter.) The Canadian press, taking 
up some of his statements, was calling 
him an independent and a "straddlebiig. " 
(Laughter.) Hut he was no "straddle- 
bug" but, an out-and-out conservative. Ho 
would not go to Ottawa seeking oflico; he 
Iliight have taken the governorship (laugh- 
tor), but that was gone for another seven 
years. Roferrring to appointments niado 



to office in tho province he eloquently de- 
nounced giving thom to Canadians. Posi- 
tions connected with tho drydock had 
been promised throe or four deep, but so 
far ho had not made a single promise. 
As to the Chinese question, if wo 
did not want any trade relations with 
China wo sh< odd place a wall around us to 
keep it out. Europeans had now almost 
as many privileges in China as Chinese 
had themselves. He claimed that, as 
many paupers were coming to Canada 
from Europe as from China (hisses). We 
did not want any more gutter children 
from the old country. He referred briefly 
to the necessity of encouragement to tho 
mining industry and other matters. As 
the night was growing lato and everyone 
had vacated the stage but himself and tho 
chairman, his worship wisely concludod. 

A vote having been accorded to tho 
chairman, the meeting closed. 



THE "TIMES" AND THE MAJORITY. 

Proof From Eastern (!rlt Papers that Its Re- 
turns were Falsified. 

As conclusive proof of the thorough un- 
reliability of the Times', published returns 
of tho Dominion elections a comparison 
Mth those printed by tho Winnipeg Free. 
Press, an out-and-out grit paper, will, wo 
think, be sufficient. 

On Thursday, February 24th, the Times 
published under Baring headings a tele- 
gram dated Toronto, 23rd, that the liberal 
victory was confirmed and gave as totals- 
Ministerial, !!!); opposition, 105. 

The Winnipeg Free Press, issued on tho 
morning of the 24th, telegrams of tho 
same date as the Times, giving the revised 
returns as follows: 

Ministerialists, 109; opposition, 04. 

Editorially the Free Pres\ acknowledged 
that the government would probably have 
a majority of twenty 

Telegrams of the date of 23rd February, 
published in the Free Press, stated that 
Toronto Globe, referring to tbe elections, 
acknowledged that the result was disap- 
pointing to the liberals, find that the gov- 
ernment will have a majority of ten or 
fifteen. 

The Free Press of the same date pub- 
lishes the figures from the Toronto Mail 
(independent), giving the majority as 23; 
and from the Toronto World (conserva- 
tive), the majority given being 35. 

What can the Times give as an answer 
to the above condemnation from its own 
side of the question 1 Certain it. is that 
the Free Press and the Globe placed the 
Conservative majority at its lowest limit; 
and yet on the very same day that its 
double-dyed Grit contemporary in the 
east, the Times had. the hardihood to print 
as bona fide telegraphic returns figures 
claiming a majority fur the Liberals! 

We thin'v that the .above should be suf- 
ficient answer to the Times and positive 
proof to the public' that, no matter where 
the returns were falsified, they certainly 
were glaringly so. Mr. Dunstnuir, who 
was treated to half-a-colunm article in 
last evening's paper because he gave it as 
his opinion in the house that the election 
returns were garbled, can afford to laugh 
at tho additional choler evidence against 
him. That article has the following sen 
fence: "That news [the liberal majority] 
sounded the death-knell of Toryism not 
only in British Columbia, but through- 
out Canada." It would seem that tho 
Times still intends to persist in its iniquit- 
ous course, until it becomes a reproach to 
modern journalism.

OPIUM SMUGGLING. 

The Latost Ingenious Contrivance of tho 
Smugglers. 

Chiof .Inspector Gardner of Port Town- 
send, was recontly informed by parties 
who aro on the lookout for him in this 
city that a new scheme of systematic 
smuggling had been discovered. Tho 
I'dst-lntellitjeucer says that ho im- 
mediately detailed officers to catch the 
offienders. On Wednesday they proceed- 
ed to Victoria on tho steamer North 
Pacific. While hero thoy noticed a 
lonely looking chest that had been recent- 
ly painted. It was landed at tho dock 
and finally it was placed on tho steamer 
and checked to Tacoma. The officers 
concluded to watch the chest and soe the 
owner. The latter did not appear, how- 
ever. 

On examining the chest it was found to 
contain'a complete kit of well worn carpen- 
ter's tools, most of them carefully wrappedas 
though the owner had been an economical 
and hard working mechanic. Tho first 
thing looked for on opening the chest was 
a false bottom, but this old scheme was 
carefully avoided by the smugglers; the 
bottom was not false. Around tho edge 
of tbe top and bottom of the chest were 
heavy wooden strips that seemed to lend 
it an additional appearance of solidity and 
nothing more. In probing around the 
top a hole, recently tilled with putty, was 
found, and further search disclosed a 
screw. Continuing the investigation 
along that line, tho inspectors found many 
screws which held firmly these wide bands 
of what were supposed to be solid wood, 
but what in reality proved to be hollowed 
boxes tilled with tightly wedged cans of 
opium. Tho ingenious boxing around the 
bottom of the chest contained 2H pounds, 
and that around the top L4 pounds of 
opium which had cost in Victoria some- 
thing over §10 per pound. 

Besides these spaces for concealing 
opium, there was found in the top board 
small partitioned spaces suitable for con- 
cealing about §500 worth of lace.

SLIDES IN THE MOUNTAIN'S, 
Hnow, Rock anil Earth on the Move Above Yale. 

'Correspondence o/'Tin: Colonist,) 

Notwithstanding tho difficulties expect- 
ed to be encountered by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company at this season— 
and which has been the most inclement 
for years — and considering the praise- 
worthy efforts of the syndicate to battle 
against the obstacles so that trains may 
keep schedule time; yet they cannot pro- 
vent slides of rocks and snow from occas- 
ionally tumbling on the line and interrupt- 
ing the ordinary traffic. 

'fhe train from the east not arriving tit 
Yale on Sunday morning last, caused your 
correspondent to make enquiries, and he

A 1UO SLIDE 
had occurred during tho night, about eight 
miles beyond, at a place known us "Eight 
Mile Hill," and which had completely 
blocked the lino and stopped the traffic. 
Telegraphic messages had been forwarded 
by Mr. Goodfellow at North Bend to Mr. 
Downie at Port Moody, and orders had 
been issued by that gentleman that all 
available labor should be procured and 
sent to the scene of the accident to clear 
the way for the trains to proceed. Mr. 
L. It. Johnson at Yale, with his accustom- 
ed activity, soon gathered together a body 
of laborers and proceeded with them to 
Eight Mile Hill, and after somo hours 
hard work succeeded in clearing the track 
of snow and rucks which enabled tho east- 
ern bound train to pass through at ten 
o'clock at night. 

In the meantime the (rain from "back 
east" had arrived at North Bend and was 
not dispatched from thence until Monday 
morning, and on arriving at the identical 
spot, it was found t hat another and 

A HIGOKH SLIDE 
had taken place, and the train with its 
discomfited passengers, mails and express, 
had to be backed to North Bend. 

Work bad again to be resinned by Mr. 
Johnson and of a more difficult character, 
but the men— supervised by a man of un- 
exceptionable good temper and aided by 
himself worked with a will, and last 
night tho track was'once more cleared, 
enabling trains from cast and west to 
proceed, 

Living as we do in Yale, surrounded by 
lofty hills, and at the bottom of a basin so 
to speak, we must expect occasionally to 
experience slides liere, and last evening 
our attention was drawn by a lady that 
the train was coming, but it turned out to 
he mighty avalanches of snow and rocks, 
sufficiently alarming to the timid, but not 
to such an one who mentioned the circum- 
stance, whose equanimity is undisturbablo.

THE IMPENDING STRUGGLE. * 

No Solution Except by tho Sword— Keturn of 
the Delegates. 

New Yokk, March 1. — The Star's Lon- 
don cable says:— All tho Turkish embassa- 
dors at the continental capitals and in 
London have had interviews with tho 
foreign ministers of the countries to which 
they are respectively accredited. Their 
instructions were to report any Statement 
they might bo able to elicit respecting the 
European situation. Rusten Pasha's in- 
terview with Lord Salisbury resulted in 
assurances that England is throwing her 
inlluonco on tho side of peace. The 
prime minister's efforts to bring about 
a friendly understanding between Franco 
and Germany, have not mot with 
success. From Berlin, Paris and Vienna 
reports are pacific. The declarations of 
M. de Giers are echoed by oach of the 
great powers. Tho sultan may i educe 
his armies to a pence footing if the words 
of diplomats aro to bo taken literally. 
Other advices, however, give the lie to 
tho phrases of the ministers. Tho tension 
between St. Petersburg and Vienna, ac- 
cording to to-night's telegrams, is hourly 
increasing. Otlicial communications be- 
tween the two governments, beyond tho 
necessary business routine and diplomatic 
formalities, have practically ceased. Dis- 
patches from Sofia assort that the Bul- 
garian government is as firm as 
ever in its resistance alike to Russia 
and Turkey. The ditfieulty is de- 
clared to be insoluble, except by tho 
sword. Negotiations between the powers 
have brought the Bulgarian episoCj, 
diplomatically, back to precisely whore it 
started from, nominally a discussion of 
tho question as to whether the treaty of 
Berlin shall be observed or a reconstruc- 
tion of the Balkan states under Russian 
leadership be acquiesced in. It is becom- 
ing clearer every day that a spark in any 
quarter may precipitate a general Eu- 
ropean war. 

THE NORTHERN PACIFIC AND THE 
GRAND TRUNK. 

Winnipeo, March 4.— The Northern 
Pacific and Grand Trunk are said to have 
just concluded an arrangement by which 
the former builds tho line from Crookston 
to the boundary, where the grand trunk 
meets it with another extension from Win- 
nipeg to Portage La Prairie, connecting 
there with tho Manitoba Northwestern 
line, which now runs to within 200 miles 
of Prince Albert. The Grand Trunk is 
said to have purchased the last named 
road, thus giving it material for an im- 
portant trunk lino.
